Animas  site.  We  are  proceeding  with  getting  an  IA  in  place  and  one  of  the  issues  that  has  come 
up  between  Region  8 QA  and  USACE  is  whether  the  Sacramento  District  will  sign  on  the  the 
Omaha  QMP  that  Region  8 QA  has  approved.
